TO THE KING’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 


May it please Yohji Majesty, 

I have, with my very humble duty, to submit a Report on 
the condition of Queen’s College, Cork, for the session 1907-8. 

The number of students attending the College during this 
session was 263 as against 261 during the session 1906-7\ Of 
the 263 students, 254 were matriculated and 9 lion-matriculated. 
The number of new students was 77. Of these 67 came from 
the Royal University, 2 from other Colleges and Universities, 
and 8 were not matriculated. 

, ^ have the honour to report that the work done in College 
during the session has been of a satisfactory character, ami the 
list of distinctions gained at the Royal University Examinations 
will be found in the Appendix. I wish to draw special attention 
to the fact, that the first Junior Fellowship offered by this 
University in Irish was gained by Mr. Osborn Bergiu, a former 
Student and Lecturer in this College, now Head of the School 
of Irish Learning in Dublin. 

I also wish to draw attention to the success of Mr. F. F. 
Burrowes^ who obtained first place in Ireland at the Second 
Examination in Engineering, with First Class Honours and a 
First Class Exhibition.

Your Majesty was graciously pleased to issue Your Royal 
Letters by virtue of which the former combined Chair of 
Anatomy and Physiology held by Professor Charles was divided 
into separate Chairs of Anatomy and of Physiology. Your 
Majesty was farther pleased to appoint to the former the 
President of the College and to the latter Dr. D. T. Barry, a 
former student of this College. I hope I may be permitted to 
say that the division of this Chair has had good results and that 
the change is appreciated by the students. Dr. D. P. Fitzgerald 
has been appointed to the position of Lecturer in Osteology in 
the Anatomical Department and Mr. P. E. Belas has been 
appointed Lecturer in Electrical Engineering. A nevi' Biological 
Laboratory lias been erected consisting of two floors, of which it 
is intended ultimately, that one shall be devoted to Botany and 
the other to Zoology, It has so far been found possible only 
partly to furnish one of these floors, but when both are com- 
pleted, the College will be provided with a thoroughly adequate 
series of Laboratories for the study of these important subjects. 

The new Physiological Laboratory has been in part fitted up, 
hut still requires much further apparatus. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Sexton, to whose constant kindness to his 
old College I have frequently had to refer, has sent a large 
number of books for the Anglo-Oriental Library, of which he 
was the founder, as well as numerous specimens for the Ethno- 
logical Museum.

The triennial visitation of the Cork Queen’s College took place this 
day at twelve o’clock, noon, in the Examination Hall of the College.

Mr. Justice Kennv. — T he visitation we are now about entering on 
is one that is prescribed by the 14th paragraph of the Charter. That 
paragraph prescribes that the visitors shall hold their visitation 
triennially at some time in the College Session to lie fixed by them 
with the concurrence of the President, for the imrpose of visiting and 
inspecting the different departments of the College and of inquiring into 
the general state of discipline therein, and of hearing appeals of such 
professors, office-bearers, or students as may consider themselves 
aggrieved by any sentence of the College authorities, and of deciding 
upon them according to the Statutes of the College. There follows 
a provision that notice of such appeals and of the acts or decisions 
complained of is to be furnished to the President at least seven days 
before the commencement- of such visitation, and that during the 
period of the visitation the visitors are to have access to all depart- 
ments of the College and to have authority to obtain from each officer 
of the College any assistance they may require regarding his depart- 
jnent. Therefore the present visitation is an ordinary triennial visita- 
tion. I apprehend that the primary objects of such a visitation are 
the investigation of any charges that may be made in connection with 
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Appendix F the interior working of the College, to inquire into any abuses that 
. — " may he alleged to exist in its academic system, and, if necessary, to 
VWration ma ^° recommendations with regard to the departments and the schools. 

With the object of giving an opportunity to attend to persons in- 
terested, timely notice has been given of the intention to hold the 
visitation on this day. I understand that no response has been re- 
ceived to '.hat notice and no notification has been given of any special 
matter or appeal to be brought before us. Therefore, prima facile, 
there would be nothing of importance for our consideration to-day. 
However. I am accompanied by very distinguished colleagues — the 
President of the College of Physicians, two eminent representatives of 
the Dublin Medical Schools, and the late President of this College, 
Sir Rowland Blennerhassett, who is perfectly acquainted with its 
academic system and with its schools, and some of them may wish to 
make inquiries on suggestions with reference to the working of the 
College. Furthermore, if your distinguished President desires to make 
any statement, or any of the Professors, we shall be very pleased now 
to hear ihem.

They have 
also noticed with great pleasure the splendid collection of physical 
apparatus which you have here, but in connection with it they think 
that additional instruments should be obtained to constitute a climato- 
logical station, in which students, especially the medical students of 
the College, could be trained to take meteorological observations. One 
other department merits a few words. We have gone through the 
institution known as the “Students’ Club,” and we have been very 
much pleased indeed with the arrangements that we saw there. We 
were glad to hear that the erection of the building was the result of 
voluntary effort, and having inquired from the Registrar as to whether 
or not it was scdf-supporting, we were told that it was, and that on 
the previous year’s accounts there was a considerable balance on hands. 

That is very satisfactory, and I think I may add that the Students’ 

Club affords an example that might be followed in many an educational 
institution. I close my observations with reference to our Visitation 
by again stating that on the whole we find the Queen’s College at Cork 
in a highly satisfactory condition.
